PART OF THE WORLD HAS NATURALLY CAUSED ME GREAT ANXIETY 
AND CONCERN. I EARNESTLY WISH FOR THE SUCCESS OF THE 
MEASURES YOU HAVE TAKEN FOR THE SECURITY OF THE WESTERN 
HEMISPHERE AND, FOR THAT MATTER, THE WHOLE FREE WORLD. 

IN THESE ANXIOUS MOMENTS WE ALL PRAY AND SHEFQ THE 

HOPE YOU HAVE EXPRESSED THAT A PATH WILL BE FOUND LEADING 

TO THE RESUMPTION OF PEACEFUL NEGOTIATIONS. 

I WISH TO ASSURE YOU, MR. PRESIDENT, THAT IN YOUR EFFORTS TO 
ASSURE PEACE, IRAN WILL MAKE HER C"NTR I BUT ION A3 SHE HAS DONE 
IN THE PAST. 

I HAVE ORDERED INSTRUCTIONS TO BE CABLED TO THE IRANIAN 
DELEGATION TO THE UNITED NATIONS TO SUPPORT YOUR PROPOSALS 
AND TO COOPERATE FULLY WITH YOUR MISSION.

I RAISED QUESTION WITH FOREIGN MINISTER OF DESIRABILITY MAKING

WOULD DO SO TOMORROW, AND WOULD LET ME KNOW DECISION AS SOON
